Shortly before the en- 
trance of the President, the Sena- 
tors marched in after an heraldic 
announcement by a clerk.

Some of the 
costly lessons of war must be learn- 
ed again and again, but our 
shipping lesson in the World War 
was much too costly to be effaced 
from the memory of the future gen- 
erations. 

“Not so many months ago, the 
head of a company operating a fleet 
of ships under our flag called at 
the executive offices to discuss a 
permit to transfer his fleet of cargo 
vessels to a foreign flag, though he 
meant to continue them in a dis- 
tinctly American service. He pressed 
his request for transfer on the alle- 
gation that by such a transfer -he 
could reduce his labor costs alone 
sufficiently to provide a profit on 
capital invested. I do not vouch 
for the accuracy of the statement 
nor mean to discuss it. 

“The allusion is made to recall 
that in good conscience Congress 
has created by law.conditions: sur- 
rounding labor on American ships 
which shipping meg the world over 
declare result in- higher costs of op- 
eration under our flag. I frankly 
rejoince if higher standards for la- 
bor on American ships have been 
established. 

“Merest justice suggests that, 
when Congress fixes these standards, 
it is fair to extend Government aid 
in maintaining them until world 
competition is brought to the same 
high level or until our shipping lines 
are so firmly established that they 
face world competition alone. 


Opposition of Constituencies. 
“Having discussed in detail the 
policy and provisions of the pend- 
ing bill when previously addressing 
you, I forbear a repetition now. In 
individual exchanges of opinion not 
a few in House or Senate have ex- 
pressed personal sympathy with the 
purposes of the bill and then uttered 
a discouraging doubt about the sen- 


timent of their constituencies. It 
would be most discouraging if a 
measure of such transcending na- 
tional importance must have its fate 
depend on geographical, occupa- 
tional, professional or partisan ob- 
jections. Frankly, I think it loftier 
statesmanship to support and cont- 
mand a policy designed to effect the 
larger good to the nation than 
merely to record the too hasty im- 
pressions of a constituency. Out of 
the harmonized aspirations, the fully 
informed convictions, and the united 
efforts of all the people will come 
the greater republic. Commercial 
eminence on the seas, ample 
agencies for the promotion and 
carrying of our foreign «ommerce 
are of no less importanc®é to the 
people of Mississipi and the Missouri 
valleys, the great Northwest and the 
Rocky Mountain states than to the 
seaboard states ane industrial com- 
munities building inland a thousand 
miles or more. It is a cOmmon 
cause, with its benefits commonly 
shared. When people fail in the 
national viewpoint and liye in the 
confines of community selfishness or 
narrowness, the sun of this republic 
will have passed its meridian, and 
our larger aspirations will shrivel in 
the approaching twilight. 

“But let us momentarily put aside 
the aspiring and inspiring viewpoint.

LENINE DECLARES 


Premier Says Soviet Will 
Make Such Favorable Ar- 
rangements That Capital- 
ists Will Forget Enmity.

MOSCOW, Nov. 21.-—The_ soviet 
Government must not be afraid to 
give concessions to foreign capital- 
ists, Premier Lenine deciared at a 
meeting of the Moscow soviet in the 
Grand Opera House last night.

A LIVING FAITH 
AS SEEN IN- 
COLLEGE 


By Wm. A. McKeever 

N THE same college I have found 

mixed in their classes three dis- 

tinct groups of young people. 

First, there are pupils: that is, 
those possessing the mind and the 
interest of youth, who feel them- 
selves all the time under some kina 
of outside pressure. Their bodies 
only are in college while their minds 
are in the public school giving obe- 
dience. 

Second, there are students; that 
is, those of the age of young men, 
The best of these are in college vol- 
untarily, while the pupils are often 
“‘sent.”” These older ones are inclined 
to work more for the sake of mas- 
tering their lessons and obtaining 
knowledge. Diligence is a signifi- 
cant word with them. 

Third, these are scholars; that is, 


accomplishment, 


those who are out seeking some kind 
of special truth. They are real 
adults in the mind and poise. Re- 
search is their chief instrument of 
and faith is the 
guiding principle of their college ca- 
reers. 

My purpose in making this classi- 
fication of college students is to 
point clearly the goal of the learner 
as being faith, an acquired, active, 
usable faith. And the learner should 
not be considered as worthy of grad- 
uation until he redches this high 
point of vantage for his life. 

Perhaps it is necessary to have 
entrance requirements of a mere 
academic nature, but were I the rég- 
istrar these should receive only a 
glance It is the degree of mind un- 
foldment, and not the memory of a 
few textbook lessons, which tests the 
learner most fundamentally. Is hea 
pupil, a student or a scholar in his 
attitude and method? If he is not 
a scholar, how can he be advanced 
to that degree? 

A scholar does not necessarily 
know much; he simply knows how to 
know. Watch your boy at college 
and see what he is interested in 
chiefly. If it is girls ana sociability 
he is still a youth and a “pupil.” If 
it is facts and mere knowledge; then, 
he is at least a Student. If it is 
practical knowledge which he seeks 
and is warm with a desire to serve 
society in some capacity, then he has 
the passfon of the scholar, and is 
certain to be guided by faith. 

“Faith is the substance of things 
hoped for and the evidence of things 
not seen,” says a scriptural adage, 
Now, this rule of faith applies to 
work and business as well as to re- 
ligion. Not only should he finish his 
college course as a man of spiritual 
faith, but as one of a practical ev- 
eryday faith in three things—name- 
ly, his work, his fellow man, his God. 

When your son or daughter comes 
out of college with a diploma and 
with the threefold faith as just out- 
lined, by watching his after-career 
you may easily observe the signifi- 
cance of the statement that faith is 
“substance” and “evidence,” for it is 
the subtle power within the awak- 
ened student which brings things to 
pass. 

Do not be satisfied with the col. 
lege student, whether your son, your 
daughter or yourself, unit] this de 
gree of scholarship and of faith in 
the unseen has been attained.

until they begin to lay, after which 
they are known as “hens.” In buy- 
ing live birds, the bones befng tubu- 
lar or hollow and the feathers light, 
the weight is all meat, except for the 
waste of the intestines, which is 
emall. In buying “dressed” poultry, 
the feathers are removed and the 
bird cleaned, but the intestines are 
left, for should they be removed 
for any length of time before the 
bird is sold or cooked, the meat 
would dry out and be tasteless and 
unfit for use. 

In their infancy, cocks and hens 
are usually equally tender, but the 
flesh of the cock toughens first, and

It is a general rule in buying that 
small-boned, short-legged poultry, 
with rather short, plump bodies are 
the finest for cooking in any of the 
many ways in which they may be 
served. The flesh of the chicken is 
less alhalescent than that of any 
other animal, which makes it avail- 
able for the delicate as well as the 
strong stomach.+ Abnormally fed 
poultry make bigger, heavier birds, 
but the abnormal fat melts away in 
the pan and so they are extravagant, 
poor purchases. 


The market-man divides his chick- 
ens into broilers, frying or fricassee- 
ing chickens, roasters and boiling 
chickens. If he is a reliable dealer, 
it is safer to abide by his division, 
reserving your own right to select 
the shape and color as well as the 
weight of the bird you like best. 

In all cases except for broiling, in- 
sist upon the butcher’s removing the 
sinews from the legs before cutting 
off the feet. Also, insist on having 
the gizzard, liver, heart and feet if 
he cleans the bird for you. Some 
white veal bones or calvés’ feet, used 
with the chicken’s feet and trim- 
mings, will make an excellent boull- 


lon or jelly. A cockerel for soup and 


a -boiling hen for salad use will be 
good and cheaper than others for 
this purpose. 

The ideal turkey fs the hen weigh- 
ing around 10 pounds with a short, 
plump body. With sinews removed 
from the legs, neck removed, and a 
French breast fixed, well stuffed and 
trussed and roasted on its breast, no 
finer dish could be desired.
